We knew 
these must be rubber plantations, for

American motor cars is grown in the 
Federated Malay states, Straits Set- 
tlernents, and on the island of Sumatra, 
a little to the south of us, just across 
the equator. But after our hair rais- 


came down beside the destroyer Sicard 
that was awaiting us at Tavoy to give 
us a fresh supply of fuel. There were 
strong cross currents where we de 
scended that made it difficult for us to 
reachf our moorings. While we were 
servicing up the tide changed, the 
wind swept in from Nicobar and the

South Water Street Blaze. 


The worst of the New Year's fires 
was out, however, before the snow- 
fall began. The building at 223 West 
South Water street, occupied by Harry 
Snyder & Cuv., a commission house, 
was destroyed in a blaze which threat- 
ened adjoining structures. 

The damage was estimated at §$75.-

A dozen persons who were 
dining in the Caruso restaurant above 
the drug store fled, but returned to fin- 
ish their dinners when the danger was 
past.

150 feet from the State-Congress the- 
ater, but there was no alarm despite 
the clanging of fire gongs.

“The financial position of France 
generally realized that the stock of 
monetary gold in the hands of the 
vank, of France has increased almost 
59 per cent since 1914.

“For example, the increase in the 
Netheriands' amounts to almost 300 
per cent; the same is true in Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Spain, Japan, Engiand and the United 
States. In each of the above named 
countries gold holdings have more than 
doubled, and in some cases they have 
almost quadrupled. 

‘Probably one reason why these 
large increases in gold holdings have

“For example, the note circulation 
of the Bank of France on the basis of 
prevailing exchange rates has a gold 
coverage equivalent to 49.8 per cent as 
against 64 per cent in pre-war days. 
England, on this basis, has a gold cov- 
erage for outstanding Bank of Eng- 
land notes equivalent to 93.9 per cent, 
as against 124.2 per cent in 1914. How- 
ever, if we include British currency 
notes, the gold coverage amounts to 


about 32 per cent.”

Another council committee has furned down

It was estimatod that its adoption would bring 
millions of dollars to the city. 
"That action is an old story. Repeatedly plans to 
stop or check water waste by making wasters pay 
for it have run into a stone wall in the council. 
‘Their defeat has not represented reasoned public 
spirit or sound policy. It has represented only 
aldermanic self-interest, real or supposed.

BLISTERS ARE GOOD, 
BUT ELEVATE THE GUNS. 


“Hold them, Yale,’’ some one said, is the worst 
yell ever invented. It is defensive, and defensiive 
psychology never won a football game. “ Fight 
fiercely, Harvard,” though meant by its inventor 
as a Mean crack at the Crimson, is better in theory, 
if not in effect. 

But “Hold them, Yale,” seems to be President 
Coolidge’s idea of an American navy. His remark 
not long ago about ships for coast defense recalls 
pre-Rooseveltian days. His support of naval im- 
provements is support for the most part of defen- 
sive improvements, and thick armor never sank 
an enemy ship. The bill of these improvements 
is as follows: Blisters as defense against stib 
marine attack; deck armor 4s defense against air 
craft; oil burners of both defensive and offensive 
value; fire control systems of chiefly offensive 
value.. The greater part of the expenditure is fpr 
defensive improvements. To gun elevation Presi- 
dent Coolidge is opposed. 

We make no complaint about these naval altera- 
tions and additions that President Coolidge ap- 
proves. They were needed, and good American 
blisters may save our ships fPbm sinking. With 
their blisters and armored decks they wiil be 
harder ships to sink, and will cost the enemy more, 
money to sink them. We are glad to have the 
blisters and oil burners and other interesting aji- 
juncts, but we want the guns elevated too. Those 
guns, we think, must be elevated. | 

After all, a good offense is the best defensp, 
whether it be boxing or naval action, and ships, 
however well protected, are not of much service 
if they cannot make a hit. This is precisely what 
our blistered battleships are unable to do. Thir- 
teen of therm are badly outranged.

CHLORINE FOR COLDS. 
HE chiprine treatment of colds is 
far from being settled. The peo- 
ple who work around cliorine fac- 
tories have always had a certain 

kind of faith in it, but physicians were 
disposed to regard this faith as a myth 
or legend a without foundation, 

In 1913, Mallebrein and Wasmer wrote 
& médical aiticle in a German’ medical 
journal, furnishing some scientific fout- 
| dation for the cld time faith. After the 
' world war all kinds of poison gases, in- 
clucing chlorine, stood low in the public 
favor. The returning soldiers were dis- 
posed: to charge poison gas with al! the 
human ills that human flesh is heir to, 
from failing of the hair to bynions. 


About 1919, Sweeney reported that those 
who worked |around chlorine had come 
out well in ithe great flu epidemic of 
1918. In 1919 |and 1920, Baskerville, Hale, 
and Gudemanh had a series of articles 
to the same effect in the Journal of In- 
dustrial Engineering Chemistry. Early tn 
1924 reports from the war department 
served to popularize the chlorine treat- 
ment for colds. In the latter part of the 
year Dr. Gil¢hrist told Wisconsin phy- 
Sicians of his very extended experience 
with the method. Almost immediately 
thereafier the New York City health de- 
partrueut filed a report in which they dis- 
agreed with Dr. Gilchrist, saying they 
had been disappointed in its use. 

Meanwhile the method is becoming 
rather generally available. Physicians 
are equipping their offices to treat with 
chlorine. Manufacturers are putting 
ampoules on the mafket. Sweeney says 
any person can get a can of chicrinated 
lime and use it as a source of chiorin- 
ated air. While this is not an accurate 
method, ait is as accurate as the method 
which proved effective with the rank and 
file of laborers in chlorine factories. 
There is nothing to the method except 
whiffing of the air which stands over the 
lime in a. can of chlorinated lime. 

It seems as if the chlorine inhalation 
treatment of whooping cough has proven 
helpful fn certain hospitals where it has 
been carefully checked.

On the other hand, the chlorine inhala- 
tion treatment of chronic bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis, asthma, and hay fever 
seems to have proven useless. It has not 
seemed to be of service in treating 
chronic sinus infections. 

The controversy now is over the ques- 
tion of its effectiveness in acute coryza— 
the condition known as the common cold. 
The common cold is the most frequent 
of all diseases. It causes more absence

Frequent- 
ly he reports himself quickly cured, But 
that evidence is not very good. ‘The 
question ps to the power of chlorine gas 
to cure @ cold remains undecided,

If stopping the soda and very care 
ful eating+say nothing but milk or milk 
and bread—for a few weeks does not stop the 
acidity, hdve a search made for another 
cause. 


There ard many causes. Among them are 


constipation, gall stones, infected gall blad- 
der, adhesions, ulcers, cancer, worry, and 
chronic appendicitis. The more frequent of 
these causes are at the top of the list.

Steamy M ornings. 
Rapidly boiling water gives off half 
a cup of water every three minutes, 
or so those who have measured its 
activities tell us. Rapidly boiling 
water does rct as a medium do any 
better cooking than just boiling water, 


which will not give off half a cup of 
water in an hour, but it may do much 
worse—ruin potatoes, boil away and 
leave the potatoes to scorch or the dou- 
ble boiler to be ruined, etc. 

A half cup of water given off in a 
,small room will in a short time make 
the windows opaque with steam. This 
is why some women do not like to pre. 
pare a Lot cereal for breakfast, in spite 
of the fact that there is no better way 
of getting up steam for a good day’s 
work than having this same food as a 
part of the breakfast. It is a waste of 
fue! to steam up windows, and it may 
also be a waste of food if the water 
entirely boils away. 

A morning cereal is needed if we are 
to get sufficient of that food material 
which i3 the base of our diet. From 
the calorie standpoint this makes up 
60 per cent of our diet—this starchy 
food. It does not need to be made over
